N E W Y O R K OB— Medical care 


has taken the biggest rise of any 


item on the cost of living index. 
It 
is one-fourth higher than six 
years ago.

The Bureau of Labor Statistics 
put medical care now at 132 per 
cent of the 1947-49 average, com­ 
pared with 116 2 
for 
the 
entire 
Consumer Price Index, also at a 
record high. 
The cost 
rise 
hasn’t 
deterred 
Americans 
from 
seeking 
more 
medical attenton 
than 
ever 
be­ 
fore and 
accepting 
newer 
and 
costlier treatments almost without 
question. But the high costs have 
sparked a rush for insurance pro­ 
tection that is most spectacular. 
The Health Insurance Council, a 
group of eight 
insurance associ 
ations. reports today that benefit 
payments under voluntary health 
insurance 
programs 
are 
running 
one fifth higher 
this 
year 
than 
la«t. Total payments under these 
plans in 1955 for hospital, surgical 
and other medical expenses, plup 
loss 
of 
income 
benefits, 
topped 
three billion dollars. 
The Council estimates a record 
110 million 
Am ericans 
are 
now 
covered by hospital insurance — 
a gain of 6 per cent in a year 
and 
nine times as 
many as in 
1941. 
H ospital 
charges paid 
for 
them last year came to more than 
I 1 a billion dollars, with the insur­ 
ance 
companies and 
the 
Blue 
Cross-Blue 
Shield 
plans 
splitting 
the bill fairly evenly. 
Surgical 
expense 
protection 
is 
held by 94 million now — 17 times 
as many as in 1941. 
This is only part of the story, 
however.

J ulian sued for libel. The lower courts 
held that “ Red Cha nnels” had not libeled 
him and he a ppea led to this hig hest court 
in New York State. The defendants cla imed

that they merely 
eng a g ed 
in fair com- 
ment. The court heJ d, with one dissenting 
opinion to which I shall refer, that “ The 
public a lwa y s must be g iv en the opportun­ 
ity to ma ke its own decision. 
To this end, the rig ht to spea k and write 
freely in reg ard to public personalities has 
a lwa y s been defended as long a s the rig ht 
is ex ercised openly and reasonably . In this 
wa y the public ca n judg e those reporting , 
a s well a s those reported. 
The cla ndestine work of big otry and in­ 
tolera nce flourishes when comment is sup­ 
pressed. Those who seek 
public a ccla im 
and support, ca nnot ex pect immunity from 
criticism or insist that the public rema in 
uninformed reg a rding their activ ities. The 
conduct of public fig ures is leg itima te m a t­ 
ter of inv estig a tion. . .”

Further the court held: 
“ Free speech is not the sole property of 
specia l cla sses of our people, such a s rad­ 
ical or liberal dissenters, or opponents of 
' censorship. Ev ery person ha s the rig ht of 
free speech, ev en the modera te, the con­ 
serv a tiv e dissenter and the prude. 
“ The plaintiff had the rig hts of a ssem ­ 
bly , of petition, and the ex ercise of free 
speech in a ttending a Communist f r o n t 
meeting org a nized to set in motion m ea s­ 
ures desig ned to abolish the House Un- 
America n Activ ities Committee, 
and to 
j ca ll for a second front in Europe in Octo­ 
ber, 19 42, a fter our entry into World War II 
and while we were under intense a tta ck by 
the J a pa nese, a lthoug h the Gov ernment’s 
domestic and foreig n policies were other­ 
wise.

the community and whether in their opin­

news and idea s.” 
The court pa rticula rly ma de the ca se 
that Communists and their friends soug ht 
special priv ileg es: 
. .The sum of the pla intiffs a rg ument 
is that comment is a ctiona ble if it is di­ 
rected at a ny one who, thoug h not a Com­ 
munist, a ssocia tes with Communist fronts. 
Associa ting with Communist fronts, in oth­ 
er words, coupled with com m ents thereon, 
crea tes a prima fa cie indefensible ca se of 
libel. Such a rule would esta blish a priv i­ 
leg ed cla ss of citizen and would be wholly 
un-American.

“ Sa feg ua rding and protecting the indi­ 
v idual liberty of freedom of speech for all 
is for the g enera l g ood,

ment in Da ma scus that Sy ria and Eg y pt 


ha v e prepared a draft plan for a federal 


Union “ similar in ma ny w a y s to the federa­ 
tion of the United Sta tes of America .” 


This is sig nificant beca use of the threat 
of ev en wider Arab solidarity in the face of 


threats by the British and French to use 


force to keep the Suez Canal in friendly 
hands. It spells trouble for the big powers; 


but also it ma y spell some difficulties for 
President Na sser of Eg y pt. 


If the union comes off and the other Arab 
nations permit it, Eg y pt would ha v e a pow­ 
erful tool in its hand. For Na sser co u 1 d 
then use direct influence on Sy ria to hav e 
that nation shut off the flow of oil throug h 
the pipelines from Iraq and Arabia which 
run inside its borders. 
Another interesting point for speculation, 
thoug h, inv olv es the rea ction of the other 
Arab nations to such a tieup and, ultima te­ 
ly , to the threat of such 
an oil shutoff. 
Iraq and Arabia both ha v e larg e sta kes in 
keeping the oil pipelines (and the Suez) 
open; if these were to be cut, then much 
rev enue that flows into those countries 
would be cut off. 
Such a cutoff would ha v e serious conse­ 
quences for Britain, but at lea st the Brit­ 
ish could g et oil from the United States, 
althoug h that would result in a shortag e in 
this country . But it would a lmost scuttle 
the economy of Iraq which has to ha v e the 
oil funds just to sta y in business a s a g ov ­ 
ernment. 
The British know these 
fact 
and un­ 
doubtedly will consider the use of such in­ 
direct pressures on Eg y pt and Sy ria before 
g oing to the dra stic ex treme of starting a 
shooting “ holy ” wa r with all its v iolent 
consequences.

WHAT O F OLD ROADS? 
AS THE NEW federa l-sta te hig hwa y 
prog ra m beg ins to take sha pe, the v a rious 
sta tes are planning to prov ide their sha re 
of the 
cost. The 
State s part 
is ca lled 
“ ma tching ” funds and will g o for inter­ 
sta te, prima ry , seconda ry and urba n road 
building and improv ements. 
Ev idently the prog ra m is pitched ma in­ 
ly on building div ided super-hig hwa y s and 
four-lamng or at least widening some of 
the traffic la nes now cla ssified a s ma jor 
hig hwa y s. Ma ny motorists a re beg inning 
to wonder wha t is to become of the roads 
that are not on the intersta te network and 
not ma jor hig hwa y s. 
Of course the sta tes will take full a dv a n­ 
ta g e of the new federal road prog ra m. 
They will meet the fund-ma tching require­ 
ments to build as ma ny interstate roads, 
and to widen a s ma ny of the ex isting m a ­ 
jor hig hwa y s, a s can be projected and com ­ 
pleted under the farflung plan. 
But just a s important is the repa iring of 
a ny number of old, roug h, thinly -based, 
curv v . narrow and a lmost worn-out roads 
with which m a n y sta tes ha v e been pla g ued 
for too long . Maintena nce on ma ny of the 
roads, which were poorly built, ha s requir­ 
ed much of the road money of the sta tes 
for a g eneration.

PISA, Italy—This ancient city's 
famous leaning tower is leaning 
more than ever, and controversy 
rages over what to do about the

The tow er- actually the cam ­ 
panile or bell tower for the near­ 
by cathedral also built of black 
and white m arble—was begun in 
1174 by Bonanno, a famous Ital­ 
ian architect and builder, and 
m ust have started leaning during 
its construction. 
It was 155 2 feet out of perpen­ 
dicular w’hen measured In 1829, 
and the leaning had increased ex­ 
actly a foot by 19lfl.
